Deputy chief retires after 28 years at Antioch Police Department

This simple act of kindness and duty is just 
one example of how Roth has carried out his law. 
enforcement career, say those who knowand have 
worked with him. 

Roth's last official day with the Antioch Police 
Department was July 7. Retiring after 28 years 
with the Antioch police, Roth, 52, said he's ready 
to try something different. He will take the sum- 
mer off and probably get a job doing public or pri- 



vate security for the county. 

"Since I've been here, I've done everything you 
can do here," Roth said. "You name it, I've done it." 

Police Chief James Foerster said that Roth's 
position won't be filled because he is working on 
changing the administrative structure. Foerster 
said he has worked with Roth for the 23 years he's 
been with the Antioch Police Department. 

"It's going to feel odd when he's gone," Foerster 
said. "When you work with somebody for that 
long ... there's going to be a void.

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Worker receives backlash from 
Grayslake tracking company 

After blowing whistle, truck driver finds it difficult to get work

LAKE VILLA - Speaking 
before a congressional sub- 
committee, John Simon 
appeared nervous but con- 
trolled. With his eyes on the 
papers before him, Simon told 
the panel how he had inadver- 
tently earned the title of 
whistleblower, and how his 
life hasn't been, and might 
never be, the same. 

Simon, of Lake Villa, was 
one of two witnesses who had 
filed federal • complaints 
against an employer about 
illegal practices. The other 
witness was Jeffrey Wigand, 
known as the man who 
brought down big tobacco. 

"I just went and spoke, and 
didn't really realize how nerv- 
ous a person can get," Simon 
said. 

The Subcommittee on 
Workforce Protections, under 
the U.S. House of 
Representatives' Committee 
on Education and Labor, had 
invited Simon to speak on 
May 15 because they needed to 
hear from people who had 
won their cases, Paul 0. 
Taylor, Simon's attorney, said. 

The subcommittee's aim 
was to determine what legal 
protections are needed for 
people like Simon. 

Taylor said that not enough 
protections exist, and the 
courts spend too much time 
handling such cases, which 
could discourage others from 
coming forward to report ille- 
gal practices. 

Taylor is an attorney with 
Truckers Justice Center in 
Burnsville, Minn. 

"Why would anybody blow 
the whistle on illegal prac- 
tices by an employer knowing 
that it would take three to five 
years?" Taylor said. "It's a 
very cumbersome, time-con- 
suming processor * 

In Simon's case, the 
process started more than two 
years ago, and a complete end- 
ing doesn't seem to be in sight. 



In December 2004, Sancken 
Trucking, based in Grayslake, 
hired Simon to transport jet 
fuel from East Chicago, Ind„ 
to airports in Michigan, 
Illinois and Wisconsin, 
according to a court report. 

After about a month on the 
job, Simon said, he filed com- 
plaints with the Occupational 
Safety and Health 

Administration because he 
said that his employers did 
not allow him to keep travel 
logs, a violation of Federal 
Motor Carrier Safety 
Administration regulations. 

OSHA dismissed his com- 
plaint in March. 

Truckers must fill out trav- 
el logs, Simon said, when 
their hours worked in one 
shift exceed 16, 

"I can only speculate why 
they didn't want to keep the 
logs," Simon said. "I was just 
not willing to falsify federal 
documents to keep my job." 

James Sancken, part owner 
of the trucking business, said 
he would not comment unless 
he consulted with his lawyer. 
He did not return phone calls. 

Sancken's attorney, 

Richard J. Puchaiski, did not 
return 'phone calls seeking 
comment. 

Even though OSHA dis- 
missed Simon's complaint, the 
FMCSA conducted a compli- 
ance review of the entire com- 
pany, checking to see whether 
Sancken met U S. Department 
of Transportation standards. 

According to copies of the 
review, Sancken received an 
unsatisfactory rating in sever- 
al categories, including fail- 
ing to require drivers to keep 
travel logs and failing to 
ensure that vehicles were free 
of oil or grease leaks. 

The review states that 
Sancken agreed to follow 
FMCSA recommendations 
and pay a fine of $2,620 in 
order to continue business. 

Soon after the FMCSA com- 
pleted its review, Simon was 
told that his early morning 
Monday-through-Friday shift 
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I just went and spoke 
and didn't really 

realize how nervous a 
person can get.

Former truck driver from 
Sancken Trucking 
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was no longer available. 
Sancken heads said that the 
only shift available was 
Thursday to Monday at $100 a 
day, which Simon said he 
could not do because it was 
less pay and he would have to 
find care for his daughter on 
the weekends. 

Court records state that 
Sancken employees did not 
tell Simon that he was sched- 
uled to work his previous 
morning shift the next day. 
But when he did not show up 
for work, Sancken officials 
fired Simon. 

According to the court 
records, Sancken claims that 
Simon knew he had to work 
that day. 

Ever since his' firing, 
Simon's life has been full of 
lawyers and court battles, he 
said, 

Simon filed another OSHA 
complaint in April, saying 
that he had been unfairly 
fired, and that Sancken was 
upset with him for filing 
charges with federal authori- 
ties. 

While the legal battles 
ensued, Simon bounced from 
job to job, but couldn't keep 
steady work because of what 
had happened with Sancken, 
he said. 

He still hasn't been able to 
hold down work. 

In January 2006, 
Administrative Law Judge 
Daniel L. Leland ruled in" 
Simon's favor, and ordered 
that Sancken rehire him to his 



original Job Immediately. 
Leland also ordered Sancken 
to give him back pay of 
$18,55.82 plus interest, $721.54 
a week from the ruling date, 
and also awarded emotional 
distress damages of $5,000. 
The judge also called for 
Sancken to remove any 
adverse references in its per- 
sonnel files related to Simon. 

"We're happy we won the 
case at the initial stage," 
Taylor said. 

However Simon still has 
not received any money from 
Sancken, he said. 

And when Simon returned 
to his job, Taylor said, 
Sancken refused to return 
him to his old job, which vio- 
lated the court order. 

Taylor said he filed a civil 
lawsuit to force Sancken to 
hire Simon back. It took nine 
months, he said. 

Simon said he didn't go 
back to the trucking company 
because he felt that he was not 
wanted there. 

Taylor said the delays in 
the legal system make it hard- 
er for whistleblowers to step 
forward. 

"I think the country should 
be outraged by the long delays 
within the Department of 
Labor," Taylor said. "When 
somebody blows the whistle it 
protects all of us." 

Simon, though, is just try- 
ing to- get by. The case has 
taken a toll emotionally 'and 
financially, he said. • 

His Lake Villa house is for 
sale, and Simon said he wants 
to move away to a place where 
no one has heard of him or 
Sancken Trucking. 

"Right now my life is so 
messed up," Simon said. "I'm 
not sure what I'm going to do." 

But he firmly believes that 
he acted rightly, and said he 
hopes others have the courage 
to stand up against what they 
see as wrong. 

"If you stand up for your- 
self," Simon said, "you might 
be invited to create new laws 
to protect other people."

CLC board discuss expansion 
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Lakeshore campus 
remains priority 

LAKE COUNTY JOURNALS 

The College or Lake 
County board of trustees 
recently approved its latest 
"wish list" for new facilities, 
and a proposal to build a 
Student Services/Lifelong 
Learning building at 
Waukegan's Lakeshore 

Campus was identified as a 
priority. 

Each year the college sub- 
mits an updated Resource 
Allocation Management Plan 
(RAMP) document to the 
Illinois Community College 
Board. Submission of this doc- 
ument is part of a process for 
obtaining state funding for 
buildings. Approval of proj- 
ects can take more than a 
decade, according to a release 
from CLC. 

A proposed student servic- 
es building on the Grayslake 
campus has been included in 
the RAMP document since the 
1990s. 

Trustees stated a growing 
need for educational services 
in northeast Lake County, and 



the college last year requested 
and received approval to 
change the location of the 
building to the Lakeshore 
Campus. 

"This building will contin- 
ue to be our number one prior- 
ity" Board Chairman William 
M. Griffin said 

The $42 million building 
would contain space for stu- 
dent services, adult education 
programs such as English as a 
Second Language and work- 
force preparation programs. 

The college is seeking $32 
million in 'state funding to 
cover the major portion of the 
cost, according to the release. 
The state covers three-fourths 
of the cost of approved capital 
projects. 

"We look forward to this 
expansion for a Student 
Services/Lifelong Learning 
building here in Waukegan," 
CLC Trustee Patricia Jones 
said. 

Throughout 2007, the col- 
lege has been active in seeking 
legislative support for the 
Lakeshore expansion, accord- 
ing to the release. 

Members of the board dis- 
cussed the project with legisla- 
tors at a dinner at the 
Lakeshore Campus in 



January, and the college host- 
ed House Speaker Michael 
Madlgan for a forum on high- 
er education -arranged by. 
State Rep. Eddie Washington, 
D-Waukegan, at the Lakeshore 
Campus in April. 

The college also has 
retained three lobbyists to 
assist in seeking state funding. 
CLC Trustee Richard 
Anderson gave an update on 
the state funding picture and 
said that the entire Lake 
County legislative delegation 
supports the project. 

The state has not funded a 
capital projects bill for com- 
munity colleges for several 
years and, Anderson said, the 
college's efforts are focused on 
ensuring the Lakeshore proj- 
ect is included if a bill passes, 
according to the release. 

In other business, the CLC 
board approved placing the 
college's proposed fiscal year 
2008 budget on public display 
in the Business Services & 
Finance office In Room A101 
on the Grayslake campus from 
July 24 to Aug. 28. 

The board will consider the 
FY 2008 budget for approval 
following a public hearing at a 
meeting at 7 p.m. on Aug. 28, at 
the Grayslake campus.

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President Bush's decision to 
commute the sentence of I. Lewis 
"Scooter" Libby should come as no 
surprise.

The Foreign intelligence 
Surveillance Act was inconvenient, 
what with its requirements for 
warrants. So, the administration 
began a warrantless wiretapping 
program. 

Other acts of Congress also 
have been troublesome and have 
provoked signing statements from 
the president that, in essence, state 
that although a bill has become a 
law, it does not apply to Bush and 
the executive branch if it conflicts 
with his interpretation of the 
Constitution. 

As of April 2006, Bush had used 
signing statements for 750 laws 
enacted by Congress, according to 
the Boston Globe. 

So, when a jury found Libby 
guilty of four felonies and a judge 
sentenced him to serve 30 months 
in prison, it was not hard to pre- 
dict that Bush would decide that 
our judicial system had made a 



mistake. To Bush's credit, he did 
not grant a full pardon. Libby still 
has the felony convictions and still 
must pay a fine of $250,000. 

But Bush has spared Libby the 
indignity of having to serve time 
in prison - like a convicted felon. 

Bush does have some facts on 
his side for the decision. Libby was 
convicted of perjury and other 
charges stemming from the investi- 
gation into the leak of a CIA 
agent's identity. 

The investigation found that the 
leak, which originated with state 
department official Richard 
Armitage, was not criminal. 

So, there was no underlying 
crime and Libby was not the leak- 
er. But it was Libby who was being 
sent to prison. 

Still, Libby did perjure himself 
and special prosecutor Patrick 
Fitzgerald thought that Libby's 
actions were serious enough to 
warrant criminal charges. A jury 
heard the case and found Libby 
guilty. A judge then issued a sen- 
tence. 

Essentially, Bush thought that 
what was happening to Libby was 
unfair, so he took action. 

As usual, Bush knows best.

Kirk, Lipinski: Stop 
dumping in our lake 



, Joined by local and national 
environmental leaders, U.S. Reps. 
Mark Kirk, R-Highland Park, and 
Dan Lipinski, D-Western Springs, 
recently announced bipartisan leg- 
islation that would ban sewage 
dumping in the Great Lakes. 

The Great Lakes Water 
Protection Act would increase 
penalties for coastal cities that 
dump sewage into lake systems. 

"Each year, more than 24 billion 
gallons of sewage are dumped into 
the crown jewel of the Midwest - 
the Great Lakes," Kirk said. 
"Detroit is the primary culprit, 
with more than 13 billion gallons 
dumped annually. We need to bring 
coastal cities in line with Chicago's 
water treatment reforms to ensure 
that we stop poisoning our water 
supply. -By increasing penalties 
for dumping and creating a Great 
Lakes- Glean-Up Fund, we can 
ensure the environmental health of 
our water resources for future gen- 
erations." 

Current penalties for dumping 
sewage are capped at $25,000 for 
each violation a day, and penalty 
funds return to the U.S. Treasury. 
The Great Lakes Water Protection 
Act would increase those penalties 

! to up to $100,000 for each violation 

: a day after 2027. 

The bill also would create a 

! Great Lakes Clean-Up Fund within 
the Clean Water State Revolving 
Fund (SRF). Penalties collected 
would go into this fund and be real- 
located to the states surrounding 
the Great Lakes. 

These funds will be spent on 
wastewater treatment options, 
with a special focus on habitat pro-

tection and wetland restoration. 
The bill also requires greater., 
transparency for volume and 
occurrences of sewage dumping by 
states surrounding the Great 
Lakes. 

More than 40 million people rely 
on the Great 
Lakes for their 
drinking water. 
Sewage dumping 
is a contributing 
factor to elevated 
levels of E. coli 
bacteria, the pri- 
mary reason for 
beach closures in 
the summer. 
There are more 
than 1,400 fresh- 
water beaches 
along 5,500 miles 
of Great Lakes' shoreline in eight 
states. Of the 67 beaches in 
Illinois, 54 (81 percent), had at least 
one safety warning during the 2006 
beach season due to unhealthy bac- 
teria levels. 

In the 10th Congressional 
District, 118 reports of contamina- 
tion occurred last year that exceed- 
ed health standards, which affect- 
ed 52 percent of beaches along the 
north suburban shore, 

Closing a Lake Michigan beach 
because of bacteria contamination 
has an economic cost from $7,935 to 
$37,030 a day. 

The introduction of the legisla- 
tion comes during National Clean 
Beaches Week (June 29 to July 5), 
which was created to educate the 
public about the importance of 
sustainable beaches throughout 
the country.

No need to overhaul Illinois Constitution 



In the middle of last month, when 
the Illinois House was busy doing 
nothing, it adopted a resolution call- 
ing on citizens to overhaul the state's 
constitution. It was meaningless 
because it was non-binding. 

Adopted by a 47-46 vote, the reso- 
lution referred to the many issues 
the Legislature failed to address this 
year such as education funding, and 
tax and ethics reform. 

In effect, those voting for the reso- 
lution said they were not to blame 
for falling to adt on the pressing 
. issues. It's the constitution's fault. 

What a cop-out. Vote for a new 
constitution, press the magic wand, 
and presto, we're In la-la-land and all 
of our problems are answered. Not 
so fast. 

Constitutions are rightly docu- 
ments of general principles, not of 
legislative mandates, and to con- 
struct a state charter as a legislative 
vehicle would be a colossal blunder. 

As a matter of fact, the voters of 
Illinois will vote In the 2008 election 
on whether there should be another 
constitutional convention to totally 
re-wrlte the constitution. When the 
1970 charter was ratified by the peo- 
ple, It included a provision that 
every 20 years, the citizens shall vote

on whether they shall call a conven- 
tion. If the voters support such a 
call, thereafter they would vote to 
elect delegates to the convention and 
the members would later meet to 
write a new constitution. 

In 1988, when the Illinois voters 
were first asked In an election to 
vote on whether there should be a 
call of a convention, they handily 
rejected it. By an almost 2 million 
vote margin, the voters expressed 
their support to keep the 1970 docu- 
ment intact. 

In some ways, 40 years seems a 
long time. But, in the life of constitu- 
tions, it Is a relatively short time. 

Constitutions, broadly written, 
are written and meant to serve the 
public for a long time. Also, constitu- 
tions can be amended without pur- 
suing a wholesale alteration. 

When that issue comes up for 
debate next year, voters beware. 



There will be special interest 
groups eager to find easier ways to 
spend taxpayers' money, and chang- 
ing the .constitution might satisfy ; 
their selfish goals. 

Also, every imaginable social \ 
agenda would be tested and, in the 
end, we would be left with divlsive- 
ness and bitterness, and nobody 
wins. 

A well-written constitution repre- 
sents the will of the people, as such, 
It should be a restraint on reckless j 
legislative power. That is why it is 
unwise to willy-nilly overhaul a con- 
stitution. 

Yes, the Legislature has failed in 
many ways to fulfill Its responsibili- 
ties. But that is no reason to alter the 
constitution as the living document 
of the people. 

There will bo much time next 
year to hear the pros and cons of 
whether the existing constitution 
should be changed. Just as tons of 
money Is spent by candidates, tons of 
money will be spent to convince you 
that your life would be better with a 
new constitution. 

Don't buy it.

Chevelle's music can best be described as a 
form of hard rock so concrete that it falls just 
short of heavy metal. The band's onstage pres- 
ence rivals the biggest and best rock bands, but 
with a three-person lineup, Chevelle retains a

But as thousands of fans at Milwaukee 
Summerfest screamed for the rock band, little 
did they know that at the core of Chevelle's story 
there isn't Just music, but a band of brothers.

According to Chevelle fans at the concert, the 
band's unique sound is what draws them to 
Chevelle's concerts, or rattier, the band's unique 
hybrid of sounds. 

"They've got an original sound; it's not exact- 
ly mainstream," concert attendee Steven 
Knutson said, "It's not poppy, it's not just rock, 
it's not metal ... it doesn't fit into a genre ... it's 
something all its own."

Throughout the ages, 
poets and playwrights have 
gravitated toward love, in its 
many guises, for subject mat-

As Chicago's Goodman 
Theatre proves with its cur- 
rent production, "Mirror of 
the Invisible World," love 
remains a fertile field for 
exploration. 

This enchanting work,

Fresh Cherry Tart 
(Serves 8) 

Ingredients 
Pastry: 

1 1/4 cups all-purpose flour 
2 tablespoons granulated 
sugar 

1/4 teaspoon salt 
1/2 cup cold butler, cut into 
small pieces 

2 teaspoons grated orange 
rind 

Clierry Filling: 
4 cups pitted cherries (about 
1 1-3 pounds) 
23 cup granulated sugar 
1 1/2 tablespoons corn- 
starch 

1 teaspoon confectioners' 
sugar 

Directions 

To prepare the pastry 
combine flour, sugar and 
salt in a processor; pulse to 
combine. Add butter and 
orange rind; pulse until 
mixture resembles coarse 
meal. Add 1 to 2 teaspoons 
or ice water; pulse until 
dough clumps together. 
Shape into a 4-inch disc; 
wrap in plastic wrap and 
refrigerate about 30 min- 
utes. 

Preheat oven to 375 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

Roll pastry into a 15-inch 
circle. Place in a 10-inch tart 
pan witli removable bottom. 

To prepare, the filling, 
combine cherries, granulat- 
ed sugar and cornstarch. 
Spoon into pastry. 

Bake 40 minutes. Cool on 
wire rack.

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Daniel Radcliffe (forefront) returns as Harry Potter in ''Harry Potter and 
the Order of the Phoenix." 

Under a spell

Summing up the mood of 
his nfth film, Harry Potter 
plaintively declares, "I just 
feel so angry all the time." 
Harry (again played by 
Daniel Radcliffe) blames his 
irritability on evil Lord 
Voldernort's black magic, but 
that's only a minor cause. 

Harry's friends Hermione 
Granger (Emma Watson) and 
Ron Weasley (Rupert Grint) 
worry that his moodiness 
might be linked to his recur- 
ring dream of a door at the 
end of a dark corridor, but 
that also is a minor cause. 
The simple, overriding 
reason our young hero is mad 
through most of "Harry 
Potter and the Order or the 
Phoenix" is that he just 
turned 15, The boy wizard is 
growing up, and adolescent 
angst hits him hard. 

Most temperamental 
teenagers instinctively feel 
contempt toward adults, but 
authority figures suddenly 
hand Harry tons of reasons 
to mistrust them. 

The previous installment, 
"Harry Potter and the Goblet 
or Fire," ended with 
Voldcmort (Ralph Fiennes) 
making his long-feared 
return to human form. 
Rather than heed the warn- 
ings of Hogwarts headmaster 
Albus Dumblcdore (Michael 
Gambon), the Ministry of 
Magic takes the official posi- 
tion that Hani' was mistaken 
about witnessing Voldernort's 
rebirth and that law-abiding 
wizards and witches have 
nothing to fear. 

Tlic ministry installs a 
new teacher at Hogwarts, 
Dolores Umbridge (Imelda 
Staunton), to spy on 
Dumblcdore and maintain 
the government line that 
Harry is deluded. 

This bureaucratic med- 
dling Is bad enough, but the 
worst blow to Harry's sinking 
esteem is that, without expla- 
nation, Dumblcdore refuses 
to speak to him and will not 
even look at him. 

Dumblcdore easily could 
relieve Harry's stress by 
sending a note of explanation 
and apology, but then the 
story would unfold with less 
suspense. Thus screenwriter 
Michael Goldenberg gets 
stuck with one of novelist 
J.K. Rowling's most ludicrous 
plot contrivances. 

Nevertheless, by condens- 
ing and rearranging the 
events of Rowling's most 
unfocused novel, Goldenberg 
improves upon his source. He 
tightens flabby scenes and 
corrects a few of Rowling's 
flaws of logic.

angrily shouts, "Look at me!"

Meanwhile, the cast con- 
tinues to balloon. Besides 
such regulars as Dumbledore, 
Hagrid (Robbie Coltrane) and 
Snape (Alan Rickman), three 
characters from earlier films 
return: Sirius Black (Gary 
Otdman), Remus Lupin 
(David Thewlis) and Mad-Eye 
Moody (Brendan Gleeson). 

And three new character's, 
all female, are introduced: 
Umbridge, a new teacher at 
Hogwarts; Tonks (Natalia 
Tena); and Luna Lovegood 
(Evanna Lynch). Tonks is a 
utility player. She belongs to 
the Order of the Phoenix, an 
underground resistance 
group led by Dumbledore. 

The other two newcomers 
liven up the film. Luna is a 
spooky but sweet Hogwarts 
student with wide eyes and 
pale blond hair. She brings 
light to the increasingly 
gloomy atmosphere. 

Umbridge likes to project 
sweetness and light - she 
wear's pink sweaters and dec- » 
orates her office in a kitten 
motif - but she is the most 
memorable villain yet to 
appear in Harry Potter's 
world. 

Voldemort is supposed to 
be the saga's nemesis, but he 
has done nothing so chilling 
as the way Umbridge turns 
detention into torture by forc- 
ing Harry to write, "I must 
not tell lies," using a magic 
pen tiiat substitutes li is blood 
for ink. 

Director David Yates, a 
Potter newcomer, is particu- 
larly blessed that Radcliffe 
continues to grow as an actor. 
• So are we, because few 
spectacles are as unbearable 
as an unskilled young actor 
playing an angry teenager.

'Rescue Dawn' brings human emotion to light

With its low-budget grunge 
and determined realism, 
"Rescue Dawn" could have 
been pulled from a time cap- 
side buried 35 years ago. 

Although this story of a 
downed American pilot takes 
place during the Vietnam War, 
this is not a political picture. 
Much of it is an old-fashioned 
Jungle survival story that calls 
upon the man vs. nature 
theme that has always fasci- 
nated filmmaker Werner 
Herzog. 

Christian Bale, the screen's 
latest and best Batman, plays 
the hero, Dieter Dengler. We 
know Immediately Herzog's 
film is based on a true story 
because no one would invent a 
movie with an American mili- 
tary hero named Dieter. 

The German-born Dengler 
was the subject of an earlier 
Herzog film, the documentary 
"Little Dieter Needs to Fly." 
Dengler's reminiscences in 
the documentary about his 
escape from a Laotian prison 
camp and subsequent jungle 
adventure convinced Herzog 
to dramatize this episode from 
Dengler's life. 

Although the film's low 
budget probably was an eco- 
nomic necessity, it serves the 
picture well. Herzog presents 
"Rescue Dawn" as the type of 
hard and fast, glitz-free action 
movie that flourished during 
the early 1970s. 

■ The special effects seen 
during the brief flying 
sequences definitely arc pre- 
"Star Wars." Dengler arrives 
in Vietnam in 1965, just as 
America's military decides to 
escalate the war. 

Flying a prop plane from 
World War II, Dengler Is 
among the first pilots to ille- 
gally fly over Laos on the way 
to Vietnam. This makes his 
position especially dangerous 
when he crashes into a 
Laotian rice paddy. 

After he is captured and 
randomly abused and tortured 
by successive groups of gueril- 
las, Dengler arrives at the 
remote prison camp that is 
home to the film's second act. 
He meets two American pilots, 
Dtiane (Steve Zahn) and Gene 
(Jeremy Davies), who were ■ 
shot down two years earlier, as 
well as several South

We often hear stories of 
actors who gain or lose weight 
for a part, but none of those 
stories will prepare you for 
the sight of an emaciated

Always an intense actor, he 
apparently starved himself 
down to a skeleton for the role. 

Most of Herzog's films deal 
with unhealthy obsession. But 
Dengler. survives because he is 
-obsessedwifli sjjryival. His ^ r 
plahslo escape the"prlson 
keep him sane and restores 
sanity to his fellow captives. 

The moment the prisoners 
overcome the guards, each one 
but Dengler suffers a mental 
breakdown. Their purpose ful- 
filled, they no longer know 
what to do and wander into 
the jungle never to be seen 
again. „ 

Although Duane is addled, 
too, Dengler takes him along, 
determined to protect his 
friend. Like Roman Polanski's 
"The Pianist," "Rescue Dawn" 
is a wartime survival story 
told entirely from the protago- 
nist's point of view. 



Herzog relies too much on 
the Jungle adventure formula. 
After Dengler and Duane nar- 
rowly escape going over a 
waterfall (cliche No. 1), thay 
open their soaked shirts to 
reveal chests covered by leech- 
es (cliche No. 2).

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Bullpen 
reason for 
Sox woes 



By the time you read this, the 
Major League Baseball season 
will have resumed. 

My beloved fourth-place 
Chicago White Sox will be in 
Baltimore, ready to embark on an 
extended road trip during which 
they will play four games against 
the Orioles, followed by three 
against the red-hot Cleveland 
Indians and then a four-game set 
against the first-place Red Sox. 
I am not looking forward to 
these 11 games, and I'm particu- 
larly dreading what might happen 
against Cleveland and Boston. 
As I write this, the Sox are 
enjoying a much-needed break. 
One that is required for both their 
own, and their fans', sanity The 
All Star Game was played in San 
Francisco this past Tuesday, and 
only one representative from the 
South Side - closer Bobby Jenks - 
was on hand for those festivities. 
Was it really just a year and a 
half ago that the Sox won the 
World Series? Many of the players 
from that squad still call U.S. 
Cellular Field home. 

What happened? When melt- 
downs like this occur, it is usually 
for several reasons. 

But for my my money, the main 
culprit for the team's 39-47 record 
is, without question, a horribly 
overmatched bullpen. 

Take a look at some of the 
relief pitchers who were supposed 
to represent a team strength. 

Mike MacDougal has been the 
most painful to watch. He was 
supposed to anchor the 'pen and 
bridge the gap between the 
starters and Jenks. Instead, he 
was afraid to put the ball over the 
plate for about two months, and 
compiled a first-half resume con- 
sisting of a 6.23 ERA, a gut- 
wrenching 1-1 walk-to-strikeout 
ratio, and one visit to AAA 
Charlotte to get his mind right. 

Other relievers who have killed 
the Sox so far include Nick Masset 
(7.3*1 ERA), David Aardsma (6.40) 
and Andrew Sisco (8.36). 

As a true Chicago baseball fan 
who is used to having his hopes 
demolished (2005 being the only 
real exception), I have given up on 
tliis team. Most Sox fans have. 
We're a realistic group. 

But, as a Chicago baseball fan, 
I'm also a masochlst. And I'll be 
there for their return to the South 
Side, when they have five games 
against the AL Central-leading 
Detroit Tigers. 

At the very least, maybe the 
Sox can take one of the top teams 
in the division out of the pennant 
race. If we're miserable, the least 
our team can do is bring a rival 
fan base down with us.

Bonds truly a San Francisco treat 
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SAN FRANCISCO - Are you looking for the 
best example of how being a sports fan allows 
people to overlook some serious shortcomings 
elsewhere? Then come to this city by the bay, 
where Barry Bonds and Giant fans are 
engaged in baseball's biggest and best-known 
case of Stockholm Syndrome. 

Seriously, no bully has had this many 
hometown apologists since Bobby Knight 
ruled Bloomington. Talk to people around San 
Francisco and you get the feeling that Bonds 
could dump toxic waste Into McCovey Cove 
. and still have plenty of defenders to explain 
away his actions. 

Playing here In his hometown, Bonds gets 
more pardons than a pen of presidential pals. 
He's been a Giant since 1993 and is as big a 
part of the city as cable cars, Haight hippies 
and dot-com startups. As such, the man clos- 
ing in on Hank Aaron's record is made of 
Teflon at home, even as questions about 
alleged steroid use and personality deficien- 
cies swirl everywhere else. 

After years of watching Bonds and his fans 
from afar, I've grown more and more curious 
about their relationship. How is it that the 
bundled-up folks at AT&T Park consistently 
cheer every home run, the total of which now 
numbers 751? 

And why will his start in Tuesday's Ail-Star 
Game bring the city its biggest love-in since 
the mid-'60s? 

•The questions, like some of Bonds' blasts, 
appear to be never-ending. 

Do fans just choose to ignore all the evi- 
dence compiled in "Game of Shadows," the 
excellent account of the BALCO scandal writ- 
ten by two dogged San Francisco Chronicle 
reporters? 

Or do they wrestle with the conflict 
between fond memory and damning evidence, 
much like Cubs fans now try to reconcile the 
quickly fading years of Sammy Sosa? 

Turns out the answers depend on whom 
you ask. In an international city renowned for 
its diverse thought and population, there's no 
shortage of opinions as to why San Francisco 
hails Bonds the way it does. 

The most prevalent answer seems to be the 
"innocent until proven guilty" approach. As 
he walked his three dogs along Fisherman's 
Whaif, Marc Manning went as far as to say he 
would need to see a needle in Bonds' posterior 
to completely turn against him. 

"IP Major League Baseball had something 
that said steroids were part of the drug policy, 
then yeah, he should be stripped of whatever 
he had earned up to that point," said Manning, 
a Giants fan for more than 40 years. "But. 
being that there was no rule against it [in 2001, 
when Bonds hit 73 homer runsl, how can you 




say he broke the rules?" 

That's not to say the fans are unaware of 
why Bonds provokes such ire among media 
and fans in other markets. 

"I certainly don't think there are any illu- 
sions," said one clerk at City Lights Books, a 
non-Giants fan who asked to not be identified. 
"People know there's something there [with 
the steroid allegations], but they also know 
that he was far from the only one doing It. 
They see a guy who's unfairly being singled 
out as a demon, and that just doesn't add up 
for most people." 

That the media gets lined up in the fans' 
crosshairs certainly comes as no surprise. Nor 
is the explanation that fans arc willing to over- 
look almost any transgression as long as that 
athlete is producing for the hometown team. 

"I'm a Dallas Cowboys fan, and for years we 
knew that Michael Irvin was involved in 
cocaine and a lot of other things," said John 
Daly, a Texas transplant living on Russian Hill, 
"But it didn't matter because he was a great 
receiver and he played for the Cowboys. It's 
like the | former NFL linebacker] Bill 
Romanowski effect. You hated him so much 
until he was playing for your team. Bonds and 
San Francisco are a great example of that." 

There arc other theories, of course. One 
bartender says that bandwagon West Coast 
fans are less demanding than other species, 
happy for the entertainment, "no matter how 
it's produced. Another espouses the "everyone 
else was doing it" train of thought. 

Hey, whatever helps to explain the way San 
Franciscans behave when it comes to the con- 
troversial Bonds. 

In the end, all that matters is that in the 
near future everyone in AT&T Park will stand 
up when Bonds comes to the plate with a 
chance to hit No. 756. 

"You know, some people will sit here and 
say what a jerk Barry is and that he can't run 
and he can't do this and that he should leave 
town," said Manning. "But do they pay their 
520 to get in and watch him put that ball over 
the wall? 

"You bet your life they do."

Two more teams penalized 
for minor violations

NASCAR This Week 

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla.— 
Because they perceived no in- 
tent to circumvent the rules, 
NASCAR officials were rather 
mild in penalties handed out 
last week to the teams of drivers 
Kyle Busch and Johnny Sautcr 
based on irregularities after the 
New Hampshire race. 

Both Chevrolets — Busch's 
No. 5 and Sautcr's No. 70 — 
were found to have used unap- 
proved parts and failed to meet 
minimum front car heights. 

The punishment? Fines of 
$25,000 to crew chiefs Alan 
Gustafson and Robert (Bootic) 
Barker, along with probations 
through Sept. 19, and deduc- 
tions of 25 driver and owner 
points from each team. 



What next with plates? 

Drivers are divided on the issue 
of whether or how the Car of 
Tomorrow will change restric- 
tor-plate racing. 

The Pepsi 400 marked the 
final appearance in a plate race 
of the chassis design that is 
being supplanted by the COT. 
The COT will be used for the 
first time at a "restdctor-platc 
track" in the fall at Talladega. 
Denny Hamlin, who got 
his first win two weeks ago, 
thinks the COT will make a 
considerable difference. 

"It's just going to make 
them like the truck races, really, 
where the guys arc just all 
packed tight together, where 
now our cars arc so slick that 
they're not handling the race 
track that well and we're start- 
ing to spread out," said Hamlin. 
"Now we're kind of going to 
take a step back and be back 
where we were. With the Car of 
Tomorrow, I think they're going 
to suck up to each other so 
much that you're just going to 
have a huge wad." 

Jeff Burton wasn't so sure. 
"I don't know" he said. "Ask me 
after Talladega. It's loo early to 
tell. I haven't driven the Car of 
Tomorrow on a superspcedway 
(i.e., a plate track). I certainly 
haven't been on a race track with

to expect. I don't have an opin- 
ion on that. I don't have enough 
information to have an opinion."

Earnhardt again insisted 
he is endorsing Adidas because 
he likes Adidas and has been 
wearing its sneakers since he 
was in high school. 

"When I'm approached 
about this stuff, what f think is 
'cool.' That's the way I think," 
he said. 

He then acknowledged the 
entry into the room of Kelley 
[•Hedge, his sister and business 
manager. 

"They have business 
avenues they're always thinking 
about," said Junior, "and that's 
what 1 pay them for."

Shore fishers need to learn 
a few things to fish smarter 



Reader Lorraine Daniels 
recently wrote: "I thought 
maybe you could give a novice 
fisherperson, new to the area, 
some Information about good 
fishing spots. I live in Round 
Lake and my sister and broth- 
er-in-law love to fish. My sis- 
ter will not go in a boat, so our 
fishing is relegated to shore- 
lines. I did some research and 

;.was able to find out about 

j McHenry Dam and 
Independence Grove. Do you 
have any suggestions Tor good 
shore fishing spots in the 
area? Where is Lake 
Defiance? Any assistance 
would be appreciated. 
Thanks." 

This letter brings up a few 
interesting things I would like 
to address, especially at this 
time of the season. 

This time of year isn't 
called the "dog days of sum- 
mer" for nothing. The heat 
and humidity will beat you 
down and it doesn't do a heck 
of a lot for fishing, either. 
Unfortunately, many people 
choose July and August for 
family fishing vacations 
because it is a great time for 
swimming and various other 
water sports. These, though, 
are times that will try the 
patience of anglers. 

May and June would have 
been the optimal time for 
Lorraine and family to experi- 
ment on the thousands of bod- 
ies of water that hold fish In 
northern Illinois. 

In spring, the weeds just 
are starting to come up. Fish 
are waking up for the year and 
beginning to put on the feed- 
bag. In spring, shore anglers 
often have much more success 
than boat fishermen because 
the fish will come in close to 
shore to chase their prey.

Now that we are into July, 
panfish and gamefish will 
tend to stack up and hold 
tightly to the deeper edges of 
weedbeds. Weed growth can 
get so thick that it can be 
almost impossible for shore 
anglers to put their bait where 
a fish can find it. 

What you need to do is to 
alter your fishing to the times 
and places that are most con- 
ducive to catching summer 
fish. 

Bank anglers will find the 
most success during these hot 
humid days and their bluebird 
skies by fishing early in the 
morning and later in the 
evening. Middle-of-the-day 
walleyes and bass are excep- 
tions in August and July. Hit 
the water before breakfast and 
after dinner if you are looking 
to achieve something more 
than a suntan. 

To get around the weed 
problem, you have a couple of 
options. Topwater baits like 
buzzbaits and poppers can be 
fished over the tops of most 
weed growth. These are excel- 
lent lures to use in the sum- 
mer. The popping and splatter- 
ing that they produce will call 
fish in from a distance. I like 
small buzzbaits where the pro- 
peller is the same color as the 
skirt. Alter the speed of your 
retrieve or go with a stop-start 
retrieve. The hits will be dra- 
matic. 

Another option when 
weeds are thick is to go direct- 



ly at the thickest weed coyer 
by using plastic frogs. Use a 
stiff rod and heavy line. 
Throw your frog on top of the 
deepest weed patches. Let the 
frog sit still until the ripples 
on the water disappear, then 
jerk it and pop it. Make it act 
like a real frog would, hopping 
and scooting from weed patch 
to weed patch. You'll be sur- 
prised at how a bass will come 
up through the densest weed 
mats to inhale a plastic frog 
imitation. 

You named a good summer- 
time bank fishing spot in 
Independence Grove. Lake 
Defiance is In the Moraine 
Hills State Park near the 
McHenry Dam, but is tough to 
fish in the summer from 
shore. You really will need to 
rent one of the available jon 
boats. 

To answer your question 
about good spots In the area, I 
can't give you a specific loca- 
tion, just a generality. If I'm 
not out on Geneva or Delavan 
on a deep-water bass bite or 
looking for late evening 
walleyes on the Chain, you 
more than likely will find me 
on area housing-development 
or industrial-park retention 
ponds. 

These ponds are easy to 
fish. They are often less weedy 
than other bodies of water. 
These are my favorite hot- 
water honey holes.

Harrod Blank pulled into his high school parking 
lot in Santa Cruz, Calif., with his white Volkswagen 
Beetle sporting a new look. Blank had painted a 
large, colorful rooster — inspired by an art poster 
he'd seen — over most of the driver's side. 

That act of expression catapulted Blank into a 
whole new identity. His status at school changed 
from uncool to ultrahip overnight, and the transfor- 
mation spurred him to continue modifying his basic 
transportation.

in Douglas, Ariz, — this fall dedicated to 
his passion. 

In the early 1990s, before there was an 
Internet to facilitate online communities, 
Blank canvassed America the old-fash- 
ioned way, personally dropping in on 50 
U.S. cities to introduce his first movie and 
book, and to seek out others interested in 
turning their vehicles into mobile pieces 
of art. Thanks to his grassroots effort, 
hundreds of artistically inclined car owners 
hopped aboard the art-car bandwagon, and 
the art car became more accepted within 
the greater world of traditional art. 

"As far as I'm concerned, art cars are 
fun," says John Cavaliero, owner of the 
Cavaliero Fine Arts gallery in New York. 
"Everything that's done in the name of art 
is valid and is a legitimate expression."

Emily Duffy, 4?, a folk anise from El Cer- 
rito, Calif, with a background in fashion design', 
cites Blank as her inspiration. She turned her 
1984 Nissan Sentra inro a traveling tribute to 
artist Piet Mondrian by cwering her car with . 
the Dutch painters trademark bright, bold 
rectangles. 

"I wouldn't have done art cars if not for Har- 
rod," Duffy says. "He feels art car artists need to 
be respected and treated like any other artist. 
He's the guru." 

As you might imagine, unusual things 
sometimes happen to art car owners. Duffy once 
returned to her parked art cur to find a $100 bill 
placed under the windshield wiper — an unsolic- 
ited gift in admiration for her creation. 

Trial and error with propping, paints, lac- 
quers, adherents and other tools of the trade ore 
par for the course for the car artist. Tim McNal- 
ly, a graphic arts student at Montclair State Uni- 
versity in Montclair, NJ., put hundreds of hours 
over several years into his Plaidmobilt; — an '85 
Butck Skylark — before he was satisfied with his 
creation. "I ended up using, different kinds nf 
products and spray-on lacquers, and they weren't 
compatible," says McNally, 46, "I learned the 
hard way about what to use, 

"I'm Irish," he adds. "People look at the 
Plaid mobile and ask if it's the 'official McNally 
tartan.' 1 say, 'No, it's generic' Someone once 
asked, 'Clan Generic? Where are (bey from?"' 

Jeff Lockheed, 53, owner of the Venice Cafe, 
a restaurant and bar in St. Louis, started paint- 
ing art cars in 1985. He cites the total commit- 
ment required for "living" your arc car. 

"Every time you get out in it, it's a parade," 
Lockheed says. "People want to talk to you. 
That's the beauty of it, You go to the drugstore 
and come out and have to answer umpteen 
questions. I like it." 

Blank offers one final challenge; "Take a 
paintbrush to your old car and see how it feels.

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Desmarais and uncle Louis Desmarais planted the family's 
first hop crop in 1904. 

Meanwhile, on the 365-acre Gamache farm a few miles down 
the road, the hop harvest also is in full swing. "I've been doing it 
just about since I was bom" says Gene Gamache, 33, a fourth-gen- 
eration hop farmer. "You start out doing the grunt work, cutting 
ditches for irrigation, then you move up from there." 

The story of Moxee, and the entire Yakima Valley, is steeped in 
hops. Charles Carpenter is credited with planting the first hops in 
the valley in the late 1800s. However, large-scale production didn't 
begin until a group of Frcnch-CanadLan farmers, including the Des- 
marais and Gamache families, planted the crop ardrdped establish 
Mcocec as the "Hops Capital of the World" by 1930. 

Today, 42 formers in the Yakima Valley harvest about 40 
million pounds of hops annually — about 20 percent of the 
world's supply— on 21,000 acres of land, says Ann George, 
administrator of the Washington Hops Commission, based in 
Moxee. Only Germany produces more. 

Before the harvest begins, local residents celebrate the 
region's hop-growing tradition each August, during the 
Moxee Hop Festival. The festival, which includes a parade, 
music and family activities, was first held in 1947 to raise 
money for a community swimming pool. 

Today, most of die money raised during the annual celebration 
supports the local library, 4-H dubs and civic organizations, says 
Scon Fortier, festival director, 

Hops, which are native to North America, thrive in the 
region's arid, climate and rich soil. Each spring, farmers 
clear the soil in preparation for new shoots that sprout from 
rhizomes buried 2 inches below. Once established, the plant 
produces a crop of cone-shaped hops each year, though most 
farmers replace rootstock every eight to 10 years.

In Mny, the new shoots are wrapped around 
twine ant! trained to grow up die string and 
over 18-foot wire trellises. "They just follow 
the sun and grow right up that string" says 
Marc Desmarais, G. Lee's brother, who tends 
130 acres of his own hops and helps on die 
family farm. 

Farmers irrigate the fields and guard against 
insects until harvest begins at the end of sum- 
mer. Then they work 24 hours a day cutting 
the hop-heavy vines, which fall into a trailer 
and are transported to a building where a 
machine separates the leaves and debris from 
die hop cones. 

The cones are dried in a kiln, cooled and 
packed into 200-pound bales before being 
trucked to die nations largest breweries, such 
as Anheuser-Busch and Coots Brewing Co. 
Some hops also are sold to microbrcwerics or 
exported overseas. 

Farmers in the Yakima Valley grow more 
than 30 varieties of hops, some widi names 
derived from the Racific Northwest, such as 
Cascade, Chinook and Willamette. "You try 
to grow what die buyers want," says Gomache, 
whose brother Dale and cousins Tim and 
Bruce also are hop farmers. 

Generally, 4 ounces of hops arc used to flavor 
a 31-gallon barrel of beer. 

"More hops equal more flavor and add 
much more cliaracter to die beer," says Rich 
Van Horn, G. Lee Desmaniis brodier-in-law 
and president of the family farm. "You want 
die nicest, greenest cones for die brewer." 

And that quality comes through in the 
flavor of the finished product, says Von Horn, 
who likes ro relax with a good beer ofrer a hard 
day of work. 'Good quality hops do make a 
better beer" lie says. ^
